to cast their ballots will actually 
do so is a matter of conjecture, but 
election experts have figured 
the 


number as high as 38,000.0000. In 
1924, 
the total vote for 
president 


was 29,091.417. 


The more conservative observers 


place the 1928 vote lower—around 
35,500,000, with -women 
playing a 


major part in the selection of the 
next president of the United States. 


As no governmental agency has 


ever undertaken the task of deter- 
mining the number of qualified vot- 
ers in advance of an election, the 
Associated Press, through 
its cor- 


respondents, has tabulated the num- 
ber of potential voters in every 
state. This list 
shows enormous 


gains everywhere in the larger cit- 
ies.

LAST FOUR MONTHS" 


Ten years ago this month tlfe fia- 


al "push" was in progress that end- 
ed the World war and hence It Is 
perhaps in. order to recall a book 
that many may have missed at the 
time It was published soon after tbo 
war. It Is called "The Last Four 
Months" and Is by Majors General 
Sir F. Maurice, formerly director of 
military operations of the 
British 


staff. It is only recently that I hap- 
pened to come across 
the book 


through the recommendation of a 
friend who, with the Canadian forces 
served in the war from the first 
day In 1914 until the end, and It ia 
so worth while that I am passing 
the recommendation on to others. 


"The Last Four Months" is com- 


mendably free from wartime propo- 
ganda, even from slurs ana sneers 
at the enemy. That is the princi- 
pal reason why I feel like recom- 
mending it to readers who during 
the past decade have learned to 
take a more or less objective view 
of the great conflict. The author 
hardly even allows himself such ex- 
pressions as "the Hun" and he nev- 
er suggests that the Germans were 
not brave and skillful fighters. Like- 
most real soldiers, he left such sug- 
gestions to people who remained 
safe at home. 


The book gives a clearcut pic- 


ture of the broad outlines of the 
military operations of the last four 
months of the war. The Individual 
Jiattles in the great offensives and 
counter offensives that led to the 
downfall of the German power are 
merely sketched in, the author's 
purpose being to give a birdseye 
view. There are no stories of indi- 
vidual heroism or anything of the 
kind that usually characterizes the 
typical waa- book. The author is a' 
military scientist and he gives a 
scientist's account of the great plan 
of .campaign that originated in the 
brain of Marshal Foch and that 
was carried relentlessly to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. 


The book opens with the 


ment of Foch as the generalissimo. 
Then there Is a vivid description 
of the German 
offensive, 
clearly 


giving the plan of campaign^ Lu- 
dendorff planned to make a great 
final smash toward Paris and he 
hoped, to overwhelm the Allies In 
one great push and then finish the 
war before they could recover. 


Foch anticipated the 
plan 
and 


prepared for it, and although the 


j Germans gained a great deal of ter- 
ritory, the campaign failed. Foch'a 
counter plan was not 'to make ona 
great drive but a series of hammer 
blows on all fronts for the purpose 
of wearing down the enemy's pow- 
er. In other words, Foch held his 
fire to a certain extent. On some 
fronts 
he 
could 
have 
broken 


through earlier, but he deliberately 
'held his forces back so that the en- 
emy could be worn down on 
all 


fronts day by day for a considerable 
period. When this purpose had been 
sufficiently accomplished there was 
to be a final grand 
smash 
that 


would end the war. 


It is interesting to know, on,the 


evidence- of-Sir F. Maurice's'book, 
that this final smash was not to 
come until some time during 1919. 
A number of factors, among them 
Internal conditions In Germany and 
the fact that the American forces 
were effective earlier than had been 
expected, caused the final puSh to 
be made in the fall of 1918 ending 
the war. 


The book explains the various 


military moves that were made on 
the checkerboard 
of war. during 


those last four dramatic months. 
The descriptions are not technical, 
almost 
anyone 
can understand 


them. They give a good Idea more- 
over of what a tremendous political 
and military game modern war is. 


Incidentally the author disposes 


of the suggestion made often after 
the war that the Allies should have 
refused to grant an Armistice but 
marched 
to Berlin. The author 


claims that from a military point 
of view this was entirely imprac- 
ticable.

postal Cards Cost Only One 


Cent Now, Says Acting 
Postmaster -

office are still unfamiliar with recen 
changes made In postal rates, and 
considerable difficulty Is

countered by employes of the office 
according to F. F. Wettengel. acting 
postmaster. 


Some of the recent changes, ac 


cording to Mr. Wettengel, affect in- 
dividuals while other regulations af- 
fect "art 
matters. 


Postal cards and private mailing 


or souvenir cards of the same size 


. as government post cards, are now 


mallable for one cent, but If .the cards 
are larger than regulation size and 
bear the words, 
"Post card." 
or 


"Private mailing card," they -must 
bear two cents in stamps. 


Newspapers, magazines etc., when 


mailed by other than the publishers, 
require one c.ent for each two ounce; 
regardless of distance. This 
is a 


change from the former method of 
.rating as parcel post. Under 
the 


present laws one cent is required for 
each two ounces even if the parcel 
weighs 
several pounds. The law 


provides that if a letter Is not pre- 
paid f Jlly the person 
receiving it 


must pay the extra postage. If the 
postage is short over two cents the 
receiver must pay three 
cents for 


each ounce on which postage was not 
prepaid. 


Air mail postage is now five oents 


for first ounce and ten cents for each 
additional ounce to any place in the 
United States. No other postage is 
required. 


While air 
mall itself does 
not 


reach all post offices in the country 
patrons often may save considerable 
time by sending via air mail part of 
.the way to offices that are not "in 
direct routes. 
Air mail for pointy 


east, west and south is dispatched

Another Important change whicl 
has caused trouble, according to Mr 
Wettengel, is the chalnge In the spe- 
cial delivery fee.

For parcel post 
15 cents up to two pounds: 25 centr 
two to 10 pounds and 35 cents over 
10 pounds. The fees include special 
handling and gives the parcel the 
same service as letter mail.

Madison—M3)—Prediction of a re- 


quest to the 1929 legislature for "an 
adequate" appropriation or fighting 
white pine blister rust in the forests 
of Wisconsin is in the last issued of 
the state department of agriculture 
bulletin, which describes new find- 
ings of evidence of the disease. . 


The pine rust is said 
by plant 


pathologists to be as dangerous to 
the state's wood supply as forest 
fires. 


The department has 
proposed a 


survey through the 'rural schools of 
the state during the coming year by 
which, it is hoped that valuable in- 
formation concerning spread of the 
disease may be obtained. 


Plant patholigists of the depart- 


ment discovered an 
infection 
of 


white pine blister 
rust on 
wild 


gooseberry bushes In the vicinity of 
Commonwealth, 
Florence 
county. 


This is the second new infection cen- 
ter found In eastern Wisconsin this 
fall, the first being in northern Wau- 
paca and Shawano counties. 


"With discovery of a serious in- 


fection of this fungus on white pine 
near Barren in August 
and these 


widely separated infections on cur- 
rant and gooseberry bushes, nursery- 
men and lumbermen are .becoming 
intensely interested 
in a' problem

Britain. The liberals were disgusted 
with him because of his persecu- 
tion of supposed radicals during and 
after the war, his Espionage act, 
his Department of Justice's emula-

prison terms meted out to war op- 
!K»nonts under his rule. 
Further- 


more, tho American 
people 
wore 


learning that they had been led In- 
to war hysteria not In a groat mor- 
al crusade but to aid the allies. All 
these factors and moie helped pile 
up the Harding majority In the 1010 
battle which Wilson called a "groat 
and solemn referendum" on him- 
self and his league.

But It 
was the senatorial old guard, domi- 
nated by Penrose. w-hlch accepted 
their Ohio brother "In a smoke-tilled 
hotel room" where, according to lat- 
er charges, various promises were 
made. A trend toward Harding be- 
gan on the ninth ballot and on the 
tenth tho bosses threw enough dele- 
gates to him to glvo him a majority. 


After Johnson had refused

vice presidency and the senators had 
tried to give it to Senator Lenroot of 
Wisconsin, someone suggested Cal- 
vin CooIldRe, governor of Massachus- 
etts and now famous for his police 
strlko record. Ho was nominated on 
the first ballot.

after McAdoo's namo was presented 
with tho assurance- that ho would 
accept If drafted.

Smith was there merely as a con- 


venleajt hltching-post for the New 
VorK delegates.

tenth ballot, alooff with those from 
Indiana and New Jersey. On th* 
19th Cox had 468. but dropped back 
to 430 on the 22d, when McAdoo had 
372 and Palmer lif.

adjourned over Sunday, July 4, for 
some heavy work behind the scenes. 


Palmer was persuaded to abandon
